Asseml^y President Opens Meeting Carmangay Wheat Sample Wins 


At a recent meeting of the Vul¬ 
can District Board of Trade, held 
in the Legion hall, it was decided 
to write the Canadian Wheat 
Board to have more railway cars 
made available for moving wheat 
from Vulcan and Kirkcaldy elevat¬ 
ors and to raise the present quota 
ot five bushels per- acre. Present 
large elevator storage space still 
has much of the 1951 crop stored 
and farmers have been unable to 
deliver even the initial five bush¬ 
el quota. Many farmers have 
wheat laying on the ground and 
they aie particularly anxious to 
get at least this portipn delivered. 

A request to local, provincial and 
Dominion governments to pro¬ 
claim ducks as a pest in the Coun¬ 
ty of Vulcan, due to the annual 
losses to crops suffered by farm¬ 
ers in that area, was also made at 
the meeting. 

It was decided to have the Beef 
Calf show in connection with the 
annual Vulcan County Fair, one 
class b"ing calves born in the cur¬ 
rent calendar year and another 
class for those born in the prev¬ 
ious calendar year. It was also de¬ 
cided to have cash prizes to sup¬ 
plement the Grand Championship 
Trophy. Offers of prize money 
from Dr. E. M. dee and M. R. 
Morrison were gratefully acknow¬ 
ledged. Brown MacDonald and A. 
A. Giles offered to net as a com¬ 
mittee lo set up classes in the live¬ 
stock section, arranged to handle 
entries accommodation facilities 
and competent judges, etc. 

It was also decided to bring to 
completion plans made some time 
ago for a booklet giving an econ¬ 
omic survey of Vulcan and district

Audience Enjoys 
Films arid Talk, 
Tree Planting Car 

The Canadian Forestry Associa¬ 
tion’s Tree Planting Car visited 
Vulcan Tuesday, November 4,1952. 
Some 60 people enjoyed an educa¬ 
tional and entertaining program in 
the railway coach Tuesday even¬ 
ing. The program opened with a 
film. West Coast Playground, 
which took the audience on an im¬ 
aginary trip to Canada's scenic- 
west coast. This film was followed 
by one for the ^younger members 
of the audience, called Three 
Bruins on a Spree. Kenai Big 
Gome, a film showing some of the 
lr.bulous hunting to be found in 
Alaska, completed the first part of 
the program. 

R. A. Evans, who is in charge of 
the car, then gave a short talk. 
Mr. Evans mentioned the import¬ 
ance of our natural resources in 
c ur everyday lie if we are going to 
continue to enjoy a life of plenty. 
Soil is our most precious natural 
resource and every farmed must 
take his share of the responsibility 
it we are to keep our soil. There 
are several ways a farmer can 
maintain his soil fertility. Proper 
use of tillage machinery combined 
v.iih the use of commercial fertil¬ 
izers is part of the story. By 
growing field shelter belts, that is, 
tows of trees at regular intervals 
in his grain fields, a farmer can 
prelect his fields from the high 
winds and greatly increase his 
grain yields. These field bolts al¬ 
so Keep snow off the roads, allow¬ 
ing all winter travel over the 
roads. 

Following the talk by Mr. Ev¬ 
ans three more films were shown. 
They included Soil and Wati-r 
Conservation, Ride ’Em Cowboy 
and PraiFie Homes. A question per¬ 
iod followed the program. 

Trees are available, free of 
charge, to Alberia farmersjhrough 
the Field Crops Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. Any 
farmer interested should see his 
District Agriculturist for applica¬ 
tion forms and other information.
